co m pany fo und mo st unhealthy. 
Fmlo wdng tile Intro ductio n to the m es-

T h e first great pro blem to be so lved, 
UDo n the so lutio n o f w^hich the success o f 
t h e rest o f the wo rk depended, was the 
pro blem o f sanitatio n.

C Go rgas, w h o is to be made a full 
m em i^r o f the co mmissio n. 
It must be 
« w em bered that his wo rk was no t mere 
aanitatio n as the term is understo o d m 
o ur o rdinary municipal wo rk. 
Thro ugh­ 
o ut the zo ne and in the tw’o cities o f 
R anam a and Co lo n, in additio n to the 
aanitatio n wo rk pro per, he has had to 
do all the wo rk that the Marine ho spital 
nervlce do es as regards the natio n, that 
t h e health department o fficers 
vario us states and cities, and that Co l.

tailed to tlrald fo lk o f little faith, will 
serv’C as an excuse fo r the belief that 
the who le wo rk is being badly managed. 
Experiments will co ntinually be tried In 
ho using, in hygiene, in street repairi/ig, 
In dredging and In digging earth and 
ro ck.
